It is 
really amazing how he can understand the speech board blazing away at 
250+ wom. I am now at the point that I can understand about every 5th 
word or so. I do wish that he would get a monitor sometimes. He also has 
a little bity palm top that is roughly the sameas my Toshiba T-1000 
without the floppy. It is so small because the braille keyboard has 
only 6 keys and there is no display. 

I suppose being a programmer has something to do with the quality of 
his typing. It's bad enough staring at code but could you imagine 
someone reading it to you all day! Best to get it right the first time.
